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1 20. (original) The computer program of claim 18 further 

2 including a Web browser program at a receiving display 

3 station and including: 

4 said means for displaying at said receiving display 

5 stations, Web documents received from said sources; 

6 said means for conducting keyword searches on the Web; 

7 said means associated with said receiving display 

8 stations for displaying the number of Web documents hit by 

9 said keyword searches; 

10 said means, responsive to an excessive number of Web 

11 document hits, for enabling a user to display a hierarchical 

12 level of the domains of the Web documents hit by said 

13 searches with a count of the number of hits for each domain; 

14 said means enabling the user to interactively eliminate 

15 selected domains to thereby reduce the excess number of hits 

16 in said search; and 

17 said means for storing a search context including said 

18 eliminated selected domains whereby said selected domains 

19 may be eliminated from subsequent searches. 



REMARKS 

Examiner's Interview Summary 

Applicants thank Examiners for the telephone interview 
granted to their Attorney on May 19, 2006. As a result of 
the Interview, Examiners and Applicants' Attorney agreed 
that if claim 1 were amended to include the elements of 
claim 4, the resulting claim would be patentable under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a). Independent claims 8 and 15 were to be 
similarly amended. Accordingly, Applicants have amended the 
claims as set forth above. 
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The Rejection of Claims 15-20 under 3 5 U.S.C. 101 Should be 
Withdrawn 

These claims have been amended to set forth that the 
computer program is executable by a computer as suggested by 
Examiner. Thus, it is respectfully requested that the 
rejection of these claims withdrawn. 

The Claim Terminology which Resulted in the Rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 1112 has been Corrected 

The language in claims 1, 3, and 5, and corresponding 

language in claims in the claims 8-20 set have been amended 

in satisfaction of the Examiner's objections. Thus, it is 

respectfully requested that this Rejection be withdrawn. 

Applicants Position on the Patentability of Remaining Claims 
1-3, 5-10, 12-17, and 19-20 as unobvious under 35 U.S.C 
103 (a) over the Combination of Ford (US6 , 963 . 867 ) . in view 
of Mukherlea (US6 , 415 , 282) , further in view of the Wang 
Publication , still further in view of the Google Hacks and 
Google Search FAQ articles 

Applicants' Attorney and Examiner's have agreed in the 
Interview that the claims as amended are patentable over the 
combination of the five references. 

The present invention permits the user requesting the 
search to analyze the list of excessive hits in a manner 
organized through a web content manager on the user's 
display screen and reduce the excessive hits through the 
elimination of extraneous domains or sub -domains captured by 
the search. In the case where it is determined that there 
are an excessive number of hits, the user is enabled to 
display a hierarchical level of the domains of the Web 
documents hit by said searches with a count of the number of 
hits for each domain, and there are also means enabling the 
user to interactively eliminate selected domains to thereby 
reduce the excess number of hits in said search. The user 
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is enabled subsequent to the elimination of selected domains 
to store such eliminated domains so that they may be 
excluded in further searching. This ability of the user to 
store such eliminated domains is particularly significant 
where similar terminology is used in two completely 
different and unrelated technologies. Accordingly, once the 
domains in such unrelated technologies are eliminated in one 
search, the representation of such eliminated domains may be 
stored so that they may be excluded from further searches 
made by a particular user in a given technology. since the 
user is likely to be searching in his same technology, the 
expedient of the present invention should help to reduce the 
hits from the unrelated domains. 

In view of the foregoing, claims 1-21 are submitted to 
be in condition for allowance and such allowance is 
respectfully requested.
